FORT DETRICK, Maryland (Reuter). — President Nixon yes- 
terday ordered the U.S.’ sole germ warfare research centre into 
battle against cancer, 

In turning the $70m. Fort Detrick laboratories here over to 
seek a cure for the disease, the President said: “That battle must 
now be waged with all the determination and effectivencss this 
nation can muster. I 

“We lose more people to cancer each year than died in battle 
in all of World War Two.” a 

Mr. Nixon has made a cure for cancer one of his major goals. 
His decision converting the Fort Detrick centre into a focal point 
of this effort follows U.S. renunciation two ago of the use 
of all biological methods of warfare, and discontinuation of re- 
search and development of biological weapons. 

Cancer deaths in the U.S. this year will total an estimated 
335,000, and Mr. Nixon said one in four Americans alive today 
will some day fall victim to the disease if the present rate of 
incidence continues. 

The Fort Detrick laboratories, about 60 kilometres from 
Washington, include facilities for biochemistry, physical chemis- 
try, biophysics and fungi research. Some will become operational 
immediately, and the remainder in about eight months at an es- 
timated annual cost of $15m. to $20m., the ite House said. 

Mr. Nixon announced that 40 leading scientists would meet in 
Washington next week to develop a national plan for the battle 
against cancer.

Shouting “Go home, Soviet pig,” 
the man, wearing 2 black leather 
Jacket, burst through a cordon of 
red-coated Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and Canadian and Soviet 
Plainclothesmen and landed on Mr, 
Kosygin’s back. 


The Soviet Prime Minister, who is 
67, was knocked into Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, who 
appeared to support the older man. 
Those closest said Myr, 
staggered a few steps forward with 
the attacker on his back as police 
and bodyguards leaped in to drag 
the assailant off. 


Mr. Kosygin's jacket was pulled 
from his shoulders and he looked 
pale and frightened as the assailant 
was pinned to the ground by se- 
curity men.

Danger seen 
in heart-lung 


machine use 


ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey 
(UPI). — The use of a heart-lung 
machize can cause brain damage 
and personality changes in persons 
who have heart operations, accord- 
ing to Dr. Russell H. Patterson Jr., 
of Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege. 

In an exhibit at the 57th annual 
Clinical Congress of the American 
College of Surgeons, which opened 
here on Sunday, Dr. Patterson said 
that particles of blood cells and 
protein lumps, formed by the use of 
the heart-lung machine, cause brain 
damages in about half the 50,000: 
persons undergoing heart operations 
each year. 

Patterson said, however, he had 
developed a filter which strains the 
blood and can prevent any changes 
in brain functions in dogs. “The fil- 
ter is being used in patients under- 
going heart surgery and studies are 
at present under way to see if the 
same beneficial effects observed in 
animals are also observed in pa- 
tients,” Dr. Patterson said.

The Forelgn Office statement did 
not say how many alleged ogents 
were involved.

Belgian press reports have linked 
Chebotarev's disappearance with the 
defection of Soviet official Oleg Lya- 
lin In Britain.

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CHINA AND RUSSIA: 
RIVALS IN CANADA 


By WILLIAM MELLINSHIP 
OTTAWA (Ofns). — 
[HE visit to Canada by the Soviet 
Prenier, Mr. Kosygin, offers, 
among other things, the prospect of 
diplomatic receptions attended by 
Canadian, Russian, American and 
Communist Chinese diplomats. Po- 
liteness and studied restraint will no 
doubt head off any potential awk- 
wardoess of such a mixture, but it 
wili take little imagination to detect 
the tensions just below the surface 
smoothed by protocol. 


The Russians and the Chinese re- 
cognise each other, but are at logger- 
heads over frontier and ideological 
issues. The Americans do not recog- 
nize the Communist Chinese re- 
gime, and are fighting to preserve a 
seat in the United Nations General 
Assembly for the Nationalist Chi- 
nese Government of Chiang Kal- 
shek, Yet President Nixon will 
shortly visit Peking. 

For the Canadians, the presence 
of both Mr. Kosygin and the Chi- 
nese dipiomats [is a demonstration of 
Canadian political independence from 
their giant neighbour. But the Rus- 
sians and the Chinese know that 
the relations between Canada and 
the United States have been reduced 
to their lowest level in many years 
by President Nixon's new economic 
policy which ‘has imposed a 10 per 
cent surcharge on some key Canad- 
iam exports and generated talk Jn 
Ottawa of an agonising reappraisal 
of its uncomfortable but intimate 
relationship with the “elephant” 
next door. 


No attention 


American newspapers have so far 
pald little attention to the deep 
sense of injury and concern for the 
future which American economic po- 
licy has generated north of “the lon- 
gest undefended frontier in the 
world.” Mr. Kosygin’s visit and the

The difficulty is that neither the 
Soviet Union nor China seems likely 
to offer Canada export markets on a 
scale needed to enable Canada to 
declare economic independence from 
the United States, by far Its biggest 


trading partner, Last year Canada ~ 


exported to the United States soods_ 
worth $10,600 million and, in return, 
bought $9,200 million worth from 
America. No two other countries in 
the world buy and sell to each other 
on such a scale, 

Almost $68 per cent of Canada's 
exports go to America. Compared 
with that massive flow, its sales 
elsewhere are a mere trickle. Tne 
Canadians have sold wheat to China, 
and may do further deals with Pe- 
king, but trade seems not to he up- 
permost in the minds of the 
Communist Chinese diplomats here.

NICOSIA (Ofns). —

At 60 stil an unrepentant news- 
paperman at heart, Grand embark- 
ed on ἃ journalistic carcer in his 
native France in 1931. At the time, 
no-one Irad heard of such a posi- 
tion in public organizations 88 
spokesman or press officer — the 
nearest thing was a publicity agent. 
When he finally took up the post 
with Count Folke Bernadoite’s mis- 
sion, arriving in Haifa at the end 
of 1948, it was with a heavy bias 
in favour of the press and its right 
to information. 

By the standards of the time, this 
would have made him a poor spokes- 
man, Grand concedes, except that 
he was fortunate having as his 
first boss Ralph Bunche, secretary 
to the mission who became acting 


the role of the press and was not 
inclined to empty statements or 
vague Implications. This was also 
true of Henri Vigier, susequeatly 
specia! adviser to the U.N. Truce 


As spokesman, he was with 
Bunche in Rhodes in 1949, then 
joined the Palestine Conciliation 
Commission, accompanying it also 
to Switzerland. Grand was also at- 
tached to the Economic Survey 
Mission, headed by America’s Gor- 
don Clapp, renowned for his work 
in the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
He calls the lengthy report sub- 
mitted by Clapp’s group one of the 
best and most businesslike surveys 
ever made by the United Nations. 
The mission began its work in mid- 
September, 1949. Before the end of 
November, some two months later, 
it had prepared a comprehensive 
survey of the economic potential 
and possibilities of Israel, Jordan, 
Lebanon, Syria and Iraq, including 
recommendations for water develop- 
ment and settlement of the refugee 
problem — which he claimed could 
be solved by their absorption in the 
various host, countries, and then 
only with considerable international 
assistance. . 

In 1950 came.an interlude which 
was to keep Grand away from Je- 
rusalem for about two years.’ He 
et for Libya to act 85 spokesman 
or” 
thére ‘to promote fhé country’s ia- 
dependence: British troops were still 
in occupation of the Cyrenalca and 
Tripoli regions of the former Ital- 
ian colony, and the French were in 
Fezzan, in the south It was there 
that he met the now deposed King 
Idriss, then Jeader of the warlike 
Senussi sect which had been fight- 
ing the Italians since 1912 and 
through two world wars. He re- 
turned to Jerusalem in 1951 after a 
stint at the U.N. Headquarters In- 
formation Centre in New York. 

Grand remained at Government 
House, headquarters of the U.N.T.S.0 
through the Sinal campaign and the 
Six Day War. Of the 1956 cam- 
paign, what has most vividly re- 
mained in his memory is that he 
had accompanied Vigter to Ashke- 
Jon on the very eve of the vuthreak 
of fighting. They saw some troop 
movements, but oueither he nor 
U.N.T.S.O.'s special adviser had the 
faintest Idea that any conflict was 
Imminent.

His 18 years 
as a journalist included coverage 
of the civil war in Spain for 
Havas, at one time together in 
Seville with Arthur Koestler, then 
of the “News Chronicle,” as well. 
as the fighting in China in 1937. 
In Spain in 1936, cooped up in 
the Httle town of Talaveira de la 
Reina, then a foreign press centre 
100 kms. south-east of Madrid, he 
managed to get 8. scoop through 
the Franco censors, denying fascist- 
inspired press reports that the Ge- 
neralissimo’s troops had occupied 
Madrid. Writing his dispatch as 
though describing a boxing match, 
he broke the news that the loyalists 
were still fighting in the capital. 

Grand left Havas, which after 
World War I was reorganized as 
Agence France-Presse, shortly after

covering the Pan-American  con- 
ferdnce of 1940 in Havane. He was 
then stationed in South America. 
On the way to Havans, he met 2 
correspondent of the D.N.B., Hitler 
Germany’s official news agency. In 
the course of a deck-chair conver- 
sation the German newsman told 
him of plans to reorganize the 
‘Vichy-operated Havas agency in 
South America in cooperation with 
the D.N.B. He read the writing on 
the wall, and in Havana contacted 
Reuters, which then had only an 
outgoing ‘service in South America. 


Negotiating with Christopher Chan- . 


dier, a senior Reuters correspondent, 
he arranged to organize distribu- 
tion of the incoming dispatches as 
well, and took most of the other 
Havas people with him. 

Grand, who leaves Israel this 
week, is taking the post of U.N. 
spokesman with him, now that the 
scope of the U.N. observer mis- 
sion’s work has. been considerably 
reduced. He sees his 18 years in 
Jerusalem a8 8 exhilarating ex- 
perience, because, “you know, in

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τ avalanche of mediocrity NAPOLEON'S ISLAND

_Gaudeamus International 
ic Week is over and most 
Of the 20 compositions discussed, 
analyzed and performed during the 
Week will probably never be heard 
again. It was a truly international 
event with 160 entries from more 
᾿ than 25 countries. Composers from 
20 countries attended, and men ag 
famous in the music world as the 
American Morton Feldman, or 
Francois Bayle, from the electro- 
&coustic studio in Paris, Sylvano Bus- 
sotti from Italy, the High Priest of 
graphic music, Karl-Eric Wellin, a 
Swedish composer and one of the 
greatest interpreters of modern or- 
Gan music, directed and inspired the 
Course and the “workshop. ' 

An international jury had chosen 
20 compositions to be performed at 
public concerts during the week. 
On the following morning they were 
Played again, from tape this time, 
and then discussed and analyzed. 

I am absolutely convinced that 
most of these pieces will be for- 
Botten long before the next Gau- 
Geamua week takes place, perhaps 

i €ven by the composers themselves. 
This seems to be one of the big 
problems of contemporary music. 
It ig sponsored, encouraged and 
Widely publicized by various inst!- 
tutions, foundations and radio sta- 
tions. The result is an avalanche of 
works, most of them mediocre, dull, 
pale, Pett taire and of no interest 

body except the composer 
himself and his trends Lael 

During the eight concerts I at- 
tended I heard the most peculiar 
and extravagant pieces ever, but 
there was little to impress one ag 
music or to capture the mind, ex- 
cite the imagination or the senses 
nor strike one as being original. 
Among the few which rose abuve 
these annoying nonentities I would 
Uke to mention a piece by an Amer- 
ican composer, a Negro, who now 
ives in Denmark. 

His music consisted of three 
Pieces, one scored for four percus- 
sionists, one for four piccolos and 
one for bass trombone, basg saxo- 
phone, tuba and doubdle-basscon. 
They were all played simultaneous- 
ly and created a very interesting 
rhythmic web, reminding one of Af- 
rican ritual dances. This piece was 
awarded the second prize. 

The fourth prize went to a Bra- 
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aitan composer for a piece called 
“Music| for Bight Persons Playing 
Things” — this was scored for two 
ofl drums, four fire hers, 
six plastic containers, glass bottles, 
zing lids, iron tubes, large zinc 
sheets, cardboard tubes, wooden 
plates, open wooden boxes into 
which the player let fall bolts, 
newspapers and various other ob- 
jects. 

All these “things” produced 
sounds which were often highly 
imaginative but I doubt if this can 
be considered music. 

The third prize went to a Spanish 
composer for a piece called “Mys- 
teria,” which contained many long 
sustained notes, glissandl, tone clus- 
ters, etc. but failed to be mysterious. 
I strongly disapproved of ‘the jury's 
tirst choice: a work by a young 
American for elght horns. Although 
it was a clean, professional plece, 
I found it extremely monotonous, 
narrow minded and unimaginative, 

An example of extreme composi- 
tonal frustration was a work by 2 
German, It was a piece in which 
the player had to knock on a violin 
and scratch it. The middle section 
however, “had to be bowed or pluck- 
ed. All these sounds were amplified 
by loudspeakers. 

In another work, by a French- 
man, shoes were thrown about the 
stage and the players were on con- 
stant move. 

The most disgusting experience I 
had was at ea concert of works by 
young Dutch composers. It took 
Place at Amsterdam in one of the 
ugliest and most depressing halls 
I had ever seen. There were no 
chairs! A concert of modern mu- 
sic ig supposed to be “different” 
unconventional, thus breaking the 
stupid and dictatorial rules of the 
“establishment.” So we all sat-on 
the floor or just walked around, 
People went in and out, smoked, con- 
versed, and nobody seemed to mind. 
A group of youngsters (all profes- 
sional and able musicians, 'm told) 
were at their stands or at panels 
of electro-acoustical equipment. 
Their first piece was called “From 
the Life of Rosa Luxemburg.” The 
first movement was a recorded jet 
plane noise mixed with a few Wag- 
ner sounds amplified in a horrible 
way. (I was told that on a similar 
occasion last year, one of the 
Usteners who happened to be a nose, 
ear and throat doctor threatened to 
sue the organizers for damages in- 
fiicted by the noise). 


Second movement 


The second movement was an 
acoustically distorted Uve perfor- 
mance of Liszt's “Liebestraum." The 
mext movement was a military 
march mingled with shouting and 
cheering at Nazi mass meetings. 
The last movement was the "Inter- 
nationale,” at which all the musi- 
cians stood at attention. This ia how 
the New Lefts express themselves mu- 
aically. Incredible, but this work 
waa commissioned by the “Rotter- 
dame Kunststichting,” the Rotter- 
dam Art Foundation. ae 

Attendance was poor. Besides our 
group from “Gaudeamus” and about 
50 youngsters with very long hair, 
boys and girls absolutely indistin- 
guishable, nobody else came. It was 
indeed all sheer nonsense, a terrible 
waste of ‘time, energy and money 
and most depressing. 

However, I would not like to leave 
the impression that the “Week” 
‘was all just that. Although it did 
not exhibit any outstanding work, it 
was, I think, productive and instruc- 
tive nonetheless. Analysis under 
Francois Bayle was of very ‘high 
standard and the exchange of ex- 
perience and ideas between com- 
posers [5 very important. Meeting 
creative people from as different 
and far apart countries as the U.S., 
Europe, South America, Korea, Sin- 
gapore, Japan etc. was fascinating. 

‘We ali have our problems. This 
is an age of fantastic diversity of 
Style, technique, manner and ap- 
proach. It is also a time of incre- 
dible creativeness and versatility. 
Every country has its composers, 
hundreds of them. Music has never 
experienced such widespread possibi- 
lities. But {t is also a time of man- 
nerigm, fashion of the day, clichés 
and frightening mediocrity. 
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G9 you think we had a great many 
tourists this year, even just 
too many, at the helght of the 
season? Take comfort from the fact 
that St 15 the same everywhere else. 
Or at least in all the places 
1 happened to get to. With all due 
respect to our Tourist Ministry, the 
problem nowadays is not getting 
the tourists, but making them 
happy. Count success not by the 
number of tourist-nights on the re- 
cords, but by what they say when 
they leave.

CHANCE remark took me to 

Corsica. I had overheard some- 
body say “It Is Hke Sardinia, only 
more 50." Sardinia is full of Interest- 
ing places, with wide empty spaces 
between.

If you say you want to stay, 
the answer is "Δ will let you know 
at 6, In case I get a group.” I felt. 
persecuted.‘ Why should tourist 
countries force you to travel In 
groups for their own convenience?

Finds at 
Shikmona

Jerusalem ‘Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — This season's archaeolo- 
gical excavations at Shikmona, the 
coastel town ‘south of here and a 
precursor of today’s city, has yleld- 
ed evidence that it already existed 
in the times of the Judges, inha- 
pited either by Philistines or Ca- 
naanites, that it became Israelite 
probably under King David or King 
Solomon, that it prospered and could 
afford sumptuous buildingr during 
the relgn of King Ahab. “If in a 
small border town evidence is found 
of such wealth, how magnificent, 
must have been the central towns 
in the m of Israel,” comment- 
ed the director of the excavations 
Dr. Yosef Algavish. . 

This year the season lasted seven 
weeks, ending in mid-September, 
with many Technion and Haifa Un!- 
versity students taking part, earn- 
ing their school fees and doing in- 
telligent and conscientious work, Dr. 
Algavish says. 

During Solomon's times Shikmona 
was surrounded by fonmidabie for- 
. tifications, but 100 years later, dur- 
ing the rule of the Omri dynasty 
(the second half of the ninth cen- 
tury B.C.E.) it was already an open 
city. Among 'the finds: of the pre- 
Israelite period, a large number of 
vessels a ‘figurine of the 
goddess .Ashtoret of the. 111}, cen- 
tury ΒΟ; from Ahab's period rem- 
nants of a large palace came to 
light, in one of its rooms weapons 
like spearheads, lances and arrows, 
two vessels with Hebrew letters on 
them, and a complete oll press. The 
palace walls are preserved to a 
elght of two metres, that is the 
ground floor minus the roof, a rare 
find in Israel archaeology. Bronze 
and ivory ornaments and Hebrew In- 
scriptions will go on show after 
the required conservation measures.

He could not, he held, ac- 
cept the appellant's submission that 
the doctrine of estoppel does not 
apply to public authorities which 
operate by virtue of law, and agreed,

As to the reasonability of the 
reguiation enabling the appellant 
to reduce a widow's pension bene- 
fits because she works for a pub- 
Ne institution, he tended to think, 
held Justice Cohn, that the argu- 
ment of unreasonability is not au- 
tomatically rebutted by the fact 
that the same provisions as are 
contained in the regulation are also 
contained in an enacted statute. 
For the rule is that a law cannot 
be challenged even if it be un- 
reasonable. in other words, there is 
@ presumption that any enacted law 
is valid but there is no presumption 
that every enacted law its reason- 
able — and there is no need for 
any such presumption, as the legis- 
lature is omnipotent aud may le- 
gislate according to its own will 
even if it be unreasonable. The re- 
sult is that the fact that a provi- 
sion {s contained in 2 lew, and Is 
therefore lawfully valid and ap- 
Plicable, does not perforce make it 
reasonable. ἐ 

On the other hand, continued Jus- 
tice Cohn, it may be argued that 
the whole doctrine of reasonability 
of subsidiary legislation is founded 
on the fiction that the legislator 
would not empower auy subsidiary

Johnson was handed 
down 70 years ago the criteria laid 
down there for testing the res- 
sonability of subsidiary legislation 
have been consistently applied in 
Engiand and adopted in Isreel (see 
Cr. A. 247/55, P.D. 10/716) and 
these criteria make no mention of 
the reasonability exercised by the 
legislature itself. In other words, 
even if the legislature, by virtue of 
its sovereignty, permits itself to 
enact a provision that does not pass 
the test of reasonability laid down 
in Kruse v. Johnson, that would not 
mean that this test should not te 
applied to subsidiary legislation 
containing the same provision. 

In the case of the particular 
provision under consideration, Jus- 
tice Cohn continued, it provides that 
a widow who is employed by a 
public institution is not entitled to 
her full pension from the munici- 
pal council for whom her late hus- 
band worked, whereas a widow who 
receives a salary from any other 
employer is entitled to her full 
pension — and this, in the opinion 
of the women members of the 
Knesset who initiated the amend- 
ment to section 28 of the State 
Service Law, constitutes ἃ dis- 
qualifying discrimination. He, for 
his part, he concluded, was grate- 
ful that he was not called upon to 
express any opinion on the reason- 
ability of this provision, as in any

GAZA. — Six terrorists, four leaders 
of the P.F.L.P, and two unaffiliated 
intellectuals, were yesterday sentenc- 
ed by the military court here to 
jail terms ranging from four years 
to life. 

‘Omar Abdullah, 38, of Gaze, area 
commander of the PF.LP., and Aji 
Ya'ari, 22, of Gama, a PF.LP. of- 
ficer, both received life sentences. 
Mustafa ‘Alberber, 24, and Samir 
Alberkoni, 24, were Sentenced to 15 
and six years respectively. The four 
were found gutity of membership in 
an illegal organization, possession of 
arms and committing acts of sabo- 
tage injuring seven ‘local people. 

The fifth accused, Dr. Mohammed 
Musmar, 33, of Nasser ‘Hospital, 
Gaza, was found guilty of serving 
as a go-between among the P.F_L.P., 
the National United Front and the 
Popular Liberation Forces. He was 
further convicted of printing sedi- 
tious leafiets, and forwarding money 
to the P.F.L:P. Dr. Musmar claimed 
in court that he wanted to unite the 
three militant terrorist groups into 
one non-militant political group, 90 
ag to stop the killing of local Te- 
sidents by terrorists. 

Prosecutor Segen Dan Ben-Ner 
stated that Dr. Musmar only want- 
ed to stop the killing of the focal 
population, but not the killing of 
Israeli soldiers. 

He was sentenced to tive years in 


The final accused, Yunis Aijiro, 
31, a lawyer, also acted as a contact 
and forwarded money between the 
three terrorist groups. He was sen- 
tensed to four years in jail.

‘Area’ workers 
earning more, 
statistics show.

The wages of workers In the ad- 
ministered areas were more than 25 
per cent higher tm the first half of 
this year than in the same period 
last year, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics reported over the week- 
end, 

The average dally wage in the 
areas in this period was IL&.8 
(TL8.6 in the West Bank and IL74 
in the Gaza Strip}, compared to 
1 a day in the first half of 
1970. Those employed in Israel ear- 
med an average of IL128 a day. 

A monthly average of 29,000 resi- 
dents of the areas worked in Is- 
rael -α 51 per cent of them in 
construction work, 24 per cent in 
agriculture, and 15 per cent in 
industry. 

Meanwhile, our Gaza Strip cor- 
respondent notes that the better 
restaurants In Gaza are suffering 
from a shortage of walters. Waiters 
earn @ month in 
Gaza, but they prefer to work in 
Israel where they earn IL600-IL700 
a month. 

Several trucks laden with mer- 
chandise for Gaza arrived recently 
from Haifa. The local merchants 
could not find workers to unload 
the trucks, because they pay the 
workers IL4 a day. Hundreds of 
labourers in Gaza are busy unloa- 
ding cement from a Greek freighter, 
where they make up to 1L20 a day.

Almogi: anti-strike draft law |

it lays down specific rules which would-prevent delays in negotiations, Labour Minister Youef Almogi stated 
yesterday. Mr. Almogi was the guest of the Jerusalem Labour Council’s Trade Union Club, where he 
faced a barrage of questions about the new labour bill which will be approved by the Government on 
Wednesday and by the Knesset within two weeks.

Observers of the labour scene 
hove noted that the Histadrut hes in 
fact won 8. major ivictory which has 
.Tobbed the law of any real teeth. 
They say that the fact that strikes 
ean take place over issues such as 
work cormiitioms and social benefits 
means that the law is virtually 
powerless. 

Since the implementation of the 
“package deal” two years ago, most 
labour disputes have not been fought 
out over direct wage rises, but 
over shorter working hours or in- 
crements for meals, clothing, travel 
or the like, they note, There is no 
veeson why this situation shoukin't 
continue, even when the new law is 
written into the statute books. There- 
fore the opposition to the law has in 
fact managed to water it down 90 
as to defeat the Government's origi- 
nal purpose.

Organized crime behind 
smuggling, says Union head

HAIFA, — The seeretary of the 
Seamen's Union, chief engineer Hatm 
Zucker, charged yesterday that “an 
extraordinarily well-organized crime 
network” was behind the smuggling 
carried on “by some Israeli sea- 
men.”
